On the 1st December, 1988 at about 1530 hours informa¬ 
tion was received at Central Reserve Police Force Control 
Room, Amritsar about the presence of three dreaded terro¬ 
rists in a farm house near village Cagubuhu, Police Station 
Jhabal. If was also learnt that Ifie gang was equipped with 
sophisticated weapons and was planning a raid* 

Immediately a special gioup under the command of Shri 
Sushil Kumar Sharma, Assistant Commandant, 24 Battalion, 
Central Reserve Police Force was organised to surround the 
farm house, One platoon of 25 Battalion, Central Reserve 
P6lice Foice under the command of another Assistant Com¬ 
mandant was also ordered to move near the suspected place 
and await directions. The group headed by Shii Sharma 
reached the spot at about 1630 hours. Forming two parties 
of 5 men each, one party advanced from the left side of the 
farm house and other party headed by Shri Sharma from the 
nght side. 

While still at a distance from the suspected place, Shri 
Sharma noticed three men esciping from the rear side of 
the farm house. He immediatclv challenged them to stop 
but they opened heavy fire on the Police party. Shri Sharma 
effectively returned the fire and oidered his men to chase the 
fleeing terrorists. The terrorists adopted lire and run tactics 
and made attempts to run in different directions. Shri 
Sharma, kept on encomaging his men and foiled their 
attempts. The exchange of fire and pursuit continued for 
about half a kilomeTe, thereafter the terrorists look position 
in the low lying area of a brick-kiln, Shri Sharma ordered 
his men to take position and tactically advance by crawling 
to avoid any loss of life and enciiclc them from two sides 
A heavy exchange of fire ensued. 

An attempt to escape was made by two terrorists, which 
was foiled by Shri Sharma and Constable Mohinder Pal, 
Both ran towards their right side amidst heavy firing and 
covering the right side forced both the terrorists to retreat.

(e,) the Management Committee shall carry out such 
directives as the Government of India may issue 
from time to lime on any matter pertaining to the 
scheme; 

<f) the Management Committee shall exercise all the 
powets delegated to the Ministries of the Central 
Government under Rule 13(2) of the Delegation of 
Financial Power Rules, 1978 as per the provisions 
of the said Rules. 

This delegation will not however cover the following 
powers ■— 

(i) creation of posts; 

(ii) write off of losses and 

(iii) re-appropriation of funds exceeding 10% of the 
original budget provision. 

3. The Management Committee may meet twice a year 
and even more frequently, if necessary.
